The  Austin-Western  Grader  which  the  town  voted  at  its 
last  annual  meeting  to  dispose  of  has  not  been  sold.  Inas- 
much as  that  part  of  Article  9  of  the  1949  Town  Warrant 
relating  to  the  terms  under  which  it  should  (or  should  not) 
be  sold  was  never  completely  disposed  of  at  that  meeting, 
your  selectmen  were  at  a  loss  to  know  how  great  a  loss  the 
majority  of  the  voters  would  be  willing  to  sustain. 

During  the  year  we  had  two  opportunities  to  sell  the 
machine.  In  one  instance  the  would-be  purchaser  had  no 
money  and  was,  therefore,  dismissed  as  a  prospect.  In  the 
other  instance  the  price  that  could  be  obtained  was  such 
that  the  resulting  loss  would  be  greater  than,  in  our  opin- 
ion, the  voters  would  approve.  Conseguently,  no  sale  was 
made. 

The  machine  is  in  Concord  and  housed  at  the  place  of 
business  of  the  Scott  Machinery  Company. 

We  hope  that  at  the  1950  town  meeting  action  will  be 
taken  to  decide  definitely  what  is  to  be  done.

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Teachers  and  Pupils 

There  was  no  change  in  the  teaching  staff  at  the  Bath 
Village  School  during  the  past  year.  Miss  White,  a  Ply- 
mouth Teachers  College  graduate,  and  Mrs.  Onderdonk, 
a  graduate  of  Livingston  State  Teachers  College,  of  Ala- 
bama, are  continuing  their  efficient  work.  Mrs.  Christie 
Goodwin  still  carries  on  her  instructive,  as  well  as  popular, 
work  in  the  field  of  music.  All  three  have  shown  interest  in 
professional  improvement  by  taking  an  extension  course 
in  physical  education  during  this  school  year,  carrying  ad- 
vanced credit  at  Plymouth  Teachers  College.  The  working 
for  in-service  advanced  college  credit  is  a  commendable 
procedure,  and  merits  the  praise  of  the  administration. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  usual  minor  repairs  for  the  general  upkeep  of  the 
building  were  made,  new  basement  windows  and  frames 
being  the  principal  item  of  repair.  The  new  seating  units 
purchased  last  year  are  the  envy  of  other  schools  in  the 
union  and  lend  themselves  nicely  to  the  flexibility  of  mod- 
ern school  room  practice. 

The  district  is  fortunate  in  having  the  level  well-drained 
playground  space  that  is  available  for  its  pupils.  No  single 
item  of  eguipment  is  more  necessary  for  the  health  of  the 
school  child  than  a  well-eguipped,  well-supervised  play- 
ground. Added  equipment  for  the  welfare  of  the  primary 
pupils  is  still  needed.  < 

General  Information 

The  loss  of  Lottie  M.  B.  Underhill,  R.N.,  who  was  taken 
from  our  school  system  by  death  last  March,  was  keenly 
felt  by  the  administration.  Only  expressions  of  praise  are 
written  in  the  files  of  Superintendents  Page,  Janes,  Martin, 
Douglas  and  myself,  all  of  whom  she  served  during  the 
years  of  her  active  service  in  this  union. 

Miss  Helen  D.  Latulippe,  a  graduate  of  Mary  Hitchcock 
School  of  Nursing,  and  of  Simmons  College  School  of  Pub- 
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lie  Nursing,  was  obtained  to  fill  the  position  left  vacant. 
Miss  Latulippe  is  a  resident  of  Plymouth,  N.  H.  The  efficient 
manner  in  which  she  has  taken  over  the  work  of  school 
nurse  is  commendable.  The  union  is  fortunate  in  securing 
one  with  such  gualifications  and  experience. 

The  loss  of  state  aid  in  the  several  school  districts  of  this 
union  has  made  it  necessary  for  the  districts  to  curtail  any 
immediate  plans  for  a  cooperative  secondary  school,  as 
such  plans  depend  somewhat  upon  both  building  aid  and 
transportation  aid  from  either  the  state  or  federal  level,  or 
both.  Specifically,  in  Bath  Union  District,  the  state  aid  fell 
from  $2,352.67  in  1948-1949  to  $1,343.79  in  1949-1950. 
This  curtailment  of  state  aid  to  the  district  also  caused  the 
board  to  decide  that  the  district  funds  for  the  school  lunch 
program  be  held  over  another  year,  or  until  a  sufficient 
sum  of  state  aid  money  becomes  available  to  supplement 
them  for  the  purchasing  of  eguipment. 

Con  elusion 

The  pleasure  of  working  as  a  part  of  your  school  system 
is  egualed  only  by  the  pleasant  associations  made  with  the 
citizens  of  the  community  through  their  interested  and  co- 
operative support  of  public  education.  The  activity  of  the 
members  of  the  board  in  school  matters,  their  thoughtful- 
ness  for  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  pupils,  is  an  asset 
which  I  greatly  appreciate.  The  continued  industry  and 
successful  endeavors  of  the  teachers  make  the  superin- 
tendent's work  very  pleasant.

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Teachers  and  Pupils 


The  district  is  fortunate  in  having  fully  certified  teachers 
in  its  two  one-room  schools,  as  well  as  an  efficient  music 
supervisor.  A  critical  teacher  shortage  in  the  field  of  ele- 
mentary trained  teachers  still  exists.  This  condition  direct- 
ly affects  the  rural  one-room  schools  when  a  vacancy 
occurs,  as  there  are  many  more  attractive,  single-grade 
positions  which  are  much  more  acceptable  to  the  begin- 
ning teacher. 

The  number  of  enrolled  pupils  remains  approximately 
the  same  as  last  year:  at  Swiftwater,  an  increase  of  three, 
to  a  total  of  24;  and  at  Carbee  a  decrease  of  two,  to  a  total 
of  14.  This  indicates  that  several  grades  consist  of  only  one 
pupil  each,  and  it  follows  that  these  pupils,  because  of  the 
lack  of  competition,  are  freguently  below  grade  standards 
in  their  accomplishments.  Neither  can  the  teacher,  averag- 
ing 48  classes  per  day,  give  the  same  amount  of  time  to 
teaching  any  subject  as  can  the  four-grade  teacher  with  24 
subjects  or  the  one-grade  teacher  with  six.  The  number  of 
classes  is  much  more  time-consuming  than  the  number  of 
pupils  per  class. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  water  system  installed  in  each  building  last  year 
made  possible  the  use  of  flush  toilets  which  were  installed 
at  both  Carbee  and  Swiftwater  before  the  schools  opened 
in  September.  The  exterior  of  the  Carbee  school  was 
painted  during  the  summer  vacation.

Only  expressions  of  praise  are 
written  in  the  files  of  Superintendents  Page,  Janes,  Martin, 
Douglas  and  myself,  all  of  whom  she  served  during  the 
years  of  her  active  service  in  this  union. 
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Miss  Helen  D.  Latulippe,  a  graduate  of  Mary  Hitchcock 
School  of  Nursing,  and  of  Simmons  College  School  of  Pub- 
lic Nursing,  was  obtained  to  fill  the  position  left  vacant. 
Miss  Latulippe  is  a  resident  of  Plymouth,  N.  H.  The  efficient 
manner  in  which  she  has  taken  over  the  work  of  school 
nurse  is  commendable.  The  union  is  fortunate  in  securing 
one  with  such  gualifications  and  experience. 

The  loss  of  state  aid  in  the  several  school  districts  of  this 
union  has  made  it  necessary  for  the  districts  to  curtail  any 
immediate  plans  for  a  cooperative  secondary  school,  as 
such  plans  depend  somewhat  upon  both  building  aid  and 
transportation  aid  from  either  the  state  or  federal  level,  or 
both.  Specifically,  in  Bath  Town  District,  the  state  aid  fell 
from  $3,912.27  in  1948-1949  to  $1,689.61  in  1949-1950. 

Con  elusion 

The  interest  of  the  individual  members  of  the  board  in 
the  welfare  of  the  pupils  and  in  the  general  upkeep  and 
improvement  of  grounds  and  buildings,  the  continued  in- 
tegrity of  the  teachers,  and  the  support  and  cooperation  of 
the  citizens  are  sincerely  appreciated  and  gratefully  ac- 
knowledged.
